[the minimum of cost is no easy matter. Some cities 
'^lave solved the question to a tolerable degree of sat- 
isfaction, but most cities have not salved it at all. 
: 
It is not so difficult, perhaps, to hold contracting con- 


•tenwto-tlfe letter and spirit of their engagements with 
ik municipality; that-in the main is a problem of vig- 
ilance, inspection and good stiff backbone. 
Main- 


yenancc is another problem. A street may be well put 
/down-of first rate materials and both in the substance 
iof it and .the manner of the work furnish a fair guar- 
fante* of lony ser^ce. 
But it becomes subjected to 


j»ario«»iabuses not counted on in estimating its dura- 
bility. For instance, a gas company wants to make a 
i-service connection from a street main. It cuts a long 
•trench laterally in the street, chopping through asphalt, 
cushion and concrete foundation and several feet down 
'into the earth beneath. It lays its connection, fills up 
the trench without tamping the earth to firmness, 
throws back the disintegrated 
concrete 
and 
lays 


•.loosely over the top of it the slabs of asphalt that 
had been cut out. 
In that condition it leaves the 


street, exposing it to the grind of traffic, which soon 
expands the hole and makes a great breadi in the- pave- 
ment 
Multiply that incident by one hundred or one 


thousand similar to it, and consider the result. 


That is precisely what for years has been going on 


in Fort Wayne. A gas company, a telephone com- 
pany, a lighting company and, we are told, even the 
city itself, by its waterworks department, have done 
this thing in multiplied instances. Is it common sense 
to do this or to permit it to be done? Is it good stew- 
ardship?

He is far from being a strong man 
physically, hut, as shown in his fight against the labor 
party on the insurance bill issue, he still has lots of fight 
left'in him.

lately is Sir Edward Grey. There had been a tendency 
onrlfer in the year to rather severely criticise his for-

the foreign secretary, who until last winter had generally 
received support even when the government was under 
fire.Since the death of his wife, just after his appointment 
as chief of the foreign office. Sir Edward has led a lonely 
life, and is seldom at social gatherings, with the excep- 
tion of those of a diplomatic nature, or at which his po- 
sition demands his presence. As is well known, he spends 
all his spare time fishing. » However, he inspires confi- 
dence in hia staff and is loyally supported by them. His 
admiration for James Bryce, the British minister In 
Washington, is unbounded.

HOLD PEACE DAY 


AT WINONA LAKE 


Koted English Divine and 


Commoner Gives Stir- 


ring Address. 


NEED BROTHERHOOD 


Winona Lake, Ind., Aug. 25.—This Is 


"peace day" at the Winona Bible con- 
.lerence which Is in session hart, 
the addresses today, especially those 
ol the afternoon, were along the line 
of world peac« and the advance of the 
•world In matters of arbitration* 


The subject of peace, however, has 


"been uppermost during the conference 
this year at Winona, partially because 
of the fact that three great English 
speakers are on th« program. A. G 
Johnston Ross, now of Toronto, for- 
merly of Bryn Mawr 
and 
London 


gave his first addrtes Thursday, and 
Dr. C. Silvester Home, of 'Wyc 
church, London, and a member or the 
English parliament, made his farewel 
address lato Thursday afternoon. Both 
of these men spoke In the interes 
of •world peace, but Dr. Home's ad 
dress was more than that. .It was a 
political discussion largely, of 
Ens 


llsh affairs. 
Brotherhood In England. 


Dr. Home's subject was the brother- 


hood movement in England, and he 
sought to show the influence ol this 
movement upon English political life. 
He said Christianity and its practice 
are making England an actual democ- j 
racy. This, he showed, caused the loss 
of power of the house of lords and 
brought about reforms. Among other 
things, he »aid, it calls for an Inter- 
dependency among nations, and that 
means a throwing down of tariff bar- 
rlors. Dr. Home, however, did not 
•tate It in just those words. 
"We of England are free traders," 


he eaid. "We want 
ths 
goods of 


Amorloa to come free to England. We 
know thet the more money you have, 
the wore you can buy from us. and 
ira want you to be prosperous, and we 
know that the more we have, the more 
•we can buy from you. We are 
de- 


pendent one upon another as Individ- 
uals and nations. Wo know we de- 
pend upon you." 
Dr. Home had a place on the pro- 


gram that had been assigned to an- 
other speaker, hut U wot given to him 
because ho was leaving Winona to re- 
turn to his busy life in England. It 
also gave him the chance to explain 
hl« attitude on certain questions now 
confronting Individuals and 
nations, 


and gave him a cha.nce also to explain 
that England Is not so servile as Is 
thought In America. 


Upholds English Striker*. 


"Tou Americans soem to think we 


•m« 'God save the king' and forget 
to sing 'God save the people,' but that 
ii not true,""ho »ald. 


On the subject of tha strike that re- 


cently has been settled In England, 
Dr. Home said the strikers were right. 
He said their loaders w«ro Christian 
men. 
many 
of 
them members of 


brotherhoods. 
' 


"The labor leaders have learned to 


put their trust In Christian character," 
he «ald. "The result Is that we know 
that whatever changes take place In 
England, they will be In good order 
and not as revolutions." 


He showed the character of the men 


of affairs In England and said they 
lire Christians and many of them In 
tho English 
brotherhood movement. 


Lloyd George, he said, is fighting for 
the rights of tha common people. 


"Equality and solidarity" Is the'slo- 


gan In England, ho said. 


"Equality Is a great and divine rev- 


elation," ho stated, and proceeded to 
say that in hl» church the poor and 
rich and the groat and small sit side 
by side end do not think of the con- 
trasts so much aa might be the case In 
America- 


Equality and Interdependence 


Ko said that 
Christianity teaches 


equality, and that It teaches also that 
each class Is dependent upon tho other. 
.He warmed on this subject, saying: 


"I put a piece of coal upon tho fire 


In my cellar, but I cannot forget tha 
man who huod it from the earth, but 
for whose toil my children must have 
Bono cold. 
I see a window In my 


house, and I know that but for the 
labor of some men my house would 
be dark. I cat bread and I think of 
tho man who grew the grain, else my 
children must have gone hungry. 
I 


live by the toll of others and God for- 
give me If I forgot them." 


He said ho Is often asked If he is

Explorers Find People Who 


Had Never Before Seen

IN BRITISH COLUMBIA CHOICE IS UNANIMOUS 


Veterans at Rochester En- 


campment Elect the H-' 


linois Jurist. 


New York, Aug. 25.—A race of peo- 


ple who had never before beheld a 
white man has been discovered in the 
arctic regions of British Columbia by 
Vilhjmar Stefansson, leader of the 
American museum's scientific expedi- 
tion which left here in April, 1908, ac- 
cording to a letter received from him 
today. 


His letter, dated "Mouth of 
the 


Dease River. Oct. IS, 1910." is the first 
Intelligence received from the party 
within a year. Steffansson says: 


"We have discovered people in a 


region supposed to be uninhabited and | 
have lived a few months among peo- 
ple who had never seen a white man 
or'an Indian (though they had heard 
of both); and did not even know I 
was not an Eskimo: so little were 
they informed of what white men are 
like. We have discovered Eskimo (in 
speech and habits who are Scandinav- 
ians in appearance. 


"This find is the beginning of the

"What became of some of Franklin's 


men? 
'"What became of the 3,000 Scandi- 
navians who disappeared from Green- 
land .in the fifteenth century?
